South Dakota—Nine. Arrests Made 


Cincinnati, June 10.—Revelations 


of extortion, plotting and murder by 
the Black Hand, uncovered by the 
postoffice inspectors from the Cincin- 
nati office, show conclusively that the 
gang in Columbus, Marion, Dennisou 
and 
Bellefontaine and 
other Ohio 


towns, was organized along the same 
lines as the old Mafia, but with a. bet- 
ter system for concealing their move- 
ments. 
. ' 


It is now known that the Ohio Black 


Hand had a branch in Pittsburg and 
one in Chicago, and a line that ex- 
tended 
to South 
Dakota. 
Regular 


meetings were held and the money ob- 
tained 
was 
distributed 
to various 


divisions in this country and sent to 
relatives in Italy for safe keeping. 


"We have found what I believe to 


be proof that the Black Hand out- 
rages, at least in the middle west, 
were committed by a well-organized 
society, with grips 
and 
passwords 


and that they are not simply cases of 
individual extortion," said Captain 
Holmes. 


"We have letters of the same hand- 


writing and on the same paper with 
Black Hand emblems made with the 
same chirographic style that were 
sent to victims in Cincinnati and Co- 
lumbus from the Black Hand members 
in Pittsburg, Chicago and Cleveland. 


"For instance, if a victim were se- 


lected in Cincinnati, as was the case 
in several instances, he would per- 
haps receive the first threatening let- 
ter',' demanding money on 
pain 
ot 


death by. dynamite or bomb, 
from 


Marion, O,. 
The second letter would 


be written by the same person, but 
forwarded to the Black Hand in Pitts- 
burg, who would in turn mail it to 
the victim. If there were no response 
in the way of money, then a third let- 
ter would come to the victim from the 
Chicago Black Hand. In this way the 
organization concealed its movements, 
and it has taken Inspector OldBeld 
and four other men 
under 
me 
six 


months to run down the leaders. 


"The money, thousands of dollars 


sent .by the Black Hand members to 
Italy, was simply their division of 
their spoils made at regular meetings 
and sent abroad . to 
their 
innocent 


relatives for safe keeping."1 


Nine arrests have been made thus 


far in Columbus, Marion, Dennison 
and Bellefontaine. 
An effort will be 


made to have the prisoners indicted'by 
a federal grand jury at Cleveland or, 
the charge of conspiracy to commit 
extortion. 


LOCK GATE TORN AWAY

at campaign rallies attired in evening 
dress clothes. 
The Good Government 


association, in accordance with its 
custom, issued pamphlets describing 
the 'candidates and their fitness for 
office, and in addition, it was claimed 
hy Dewey, special statements were 
published as coming from members 
of the commission which treated - of 
Dewey. 


Judge Dewey issued a statement in 


which he declared many of the names 
on the papers of endorsement for his 
rival candidates had 
been 
secured 


fraudulently, as they were also on nis 
own papers. 
The commission issued 


a statement denying the charge and 
maintaining that the statements of 
Dewoy were "false." 


Claiming that his character had 


been assailed and his standing in the 
community, as well as his law prac- 
tice, was affected by the statements. 
Dewey brought suit for $50,000 against 
live members of the association. 


The case was called before Judge

New Rescue 
Apparatus 


for.Drovning 


A salvage outfit of remarkable'simplicity for the rescuing of the 


shipwrecked which has been recently designed by Captain Kaumann 
of the Hamburg-American Line, is composed of six rope ladders— 
Jacob's ladders, as they are celled—fixed to three rings' arranged 
above one another, the lowermost of which is covered over with a 


net. 


The hollow cylinder-shaped cage thus formed is attached to a rope 


running over the roll of a crane or davit of considerable radius. When 
folded up, it occupies but little space, and when wanted for use, it is 
lowered into the water at a moment's notice. 


'While the process so far demonstrated .was limited to throwing 


out to each of the persons struggling with the waves, tows and salvage 
rings,—which method obviously was rather inefficient, while taking up 
an excessive.length of time—this apparatus, the rungs of which are 
readily seized, allow about thirty persons at a time to be lifted out of 
the water. 


In order fully to appreciate the full usefulness of a salvage ap- 


paratus like the one above described, it should be remembered that, 
especially during the Russo-Japanese war, practically the whole of the 
crew in sinking vessels had to be left to their fate, the task of hos- 
pital ships being so far limited to berthing the wounded after a bat- 


tie. 
The new apparatus will allow those vessels to take on board the 


numberless people drifting in the water, and in this connection will 
prove the more useful, as warships during a battle dispense with the 
lifeboats, which, being generally, made of wood, would be likely to en- 
danger the crew by their risk of, splintering and fire. 


A hospital ship equipped with this apparatus will have to sail 


as rapidly as possible to the site of the catastrophe in order to lift on 
board aoout thirty persons at a time by means of the rescuing out- 
fit. The net provided at its bottom is intended for accommodating 
the most exhausted. 


Should the number of persons. clinging to the apparatus exceed 


its lifting power it would have to lie taken close to the ship's side by 
means of the davit, when the crew of the ship will be able rapidly to 
berth the men struggling with death. 


The apparatus is to be adopted by the large passenger steamers 


of the mercantile navy. 
Whenever in a rough sea the crew of the 


boat is subject to the danger of being crushed on the walls of the ship, 
the new apparatus is likely to prove especially valuable.

were liberated near Portland 
and
